mi"OS ANGELES, Calif—The conference planned for October 
of the Zionist forces in this country opposed to intervention in the 
internal political affairs in Israel will be postponed indefinitely, 
said Jacob M. Alkow, leader of the non-intervention movement in 
an address at the opening of the West Coast IZFA Conference at 
Camp Roosevelt. 

“The understanding reached at the World Conference of Gen- 
eral Zionists im Jerusalem by all parties not to interfere in the 
political affairs of the parties in Israel obviates the need for a 

jal conference at this time,” stated Alkow. 

“The action in Jerusalem has justified our fight and we can 
now turn to more constructive efforts. We were cheered and 
heartened by the strong nation-wide response to our call for such 
a conference. Many important Zionists who had become quite 
passive and cynical were prepared to come to the conference from 
all parts of the country and join in our fight,” continued Alkow. 

AT LEAST TEMPORARILY RESOLVED 

Mr. Alkow believes that the difficulty is “at least temporarily 
resolved.” 

He urged Zionists of the Diaspora to learn to relate themselves 
to all of Israel and asserted that ‘We must not let our personal 
prejudices mar our vital and desperately-needed constructive work 
for Israel.” 

MUST NOT WASTE TIME IN BICKERING 

He told his hearers that: “We must not waste so much of our 
‘time and energy in political bickering at a time when Israel needs 
more understanding, more investment capital, and more technical 
help from American Jewry. Zionism must remain the ideal for the 
regeneration of our own lives, for the building of a secure state 
and for the creation of a far-reaching Hebraic cultural center.” 

“Insofar as our liberal, progressive program within the ZOA 
ig concerned,” he concluded, “we will continue to stand on guard 
and hope to make it heard and felt at the next ZOA Convention.”

SHARETT SAYS STATE, NOR MOVEMENT

Of Food In Israel Creates Stir

“Israel Undergoing Worst Food Crisis,” has created considerable 
reaction here, and the Israel officials in the city have hastened to 


explain. 

Gruson described the _ situa- 
tion as the worst food crisis in 
Israel's 3-year history and saw 
little hope for improvement, 
blaming the flow of immigration 
for the inability to keep enough 
food in the mouths of the Israeli 
population. GruSem said many 
Israelis have beem reduced to 
living “mainly on bread and 
cheese.” 


Abraham Harman, Director of 
the Israeli Office of Information, 
did not dispute the facts in Gru- 
son’s story, but asserted that 
the article describes a situation 
which is not new, but three years 
old and still continuing. 

Two New Developments 

Harman admitted there were 
two new developments. He said 
there was a shortage of many, 
but not all vegetables, and a 
shortage of fruit. (NJP, Aug. 31, 
1951). 

Referring to Gruson’s  Sstate- 
ment that the meat ration had 
been discontinued (only one- 
quarter of a pound per week per 
person), Harmon attributed the 
situation to the temporary stop- 
page of meat shipments from 
Argentina. 

But Harman said frozen fish 
is plentiful and not rationed, 
and milk, although severely ra- 
tioned, is always available. 
Other milk products are not ra- 
tioned, and as far as eggs are 


concerned, their supply is cer- 
tainly not worse than in the past 
two years. 


Gruson’s facets coineided with 
Harman's, but Gruson added 
that the items like frozen fish, 
which are not rationed, are con- 
sequently hard to ¢find. 

Foreed Into Black Market 

Gruson said that many peo- 
ple who had shunned the black 
market are being forced to turn 
to it in order to feed their chil- 
dren. 


“As it is,” wrote Gruson, “there 
is a tendency for the country’s 
women to deprive themselves to 
a dangerous point in order to 
give a larger share to their 
children. 


“One family of four which can 
be considered typical, said that 
last week it found itself with 
nothing to eat except a bit of 
bread and a small dab of mar- 
garine—and that after days ef 
shopping, the housewife, who is a 
doctor, turned to the black mar- 
ket for the first time and for 
15 pounds ($42) was able to 
buy two large cans of bully 
beef and half a small chicken 
for her child, and four pounds 
0 potatoes.”

“Nobody is going to press this 
particular resolution,” Browdy, 
asserted, now that the Confed- 
eration has called on all parties 
to desist from seeking ties with 
parties outside Israel. 

Torezyner was equally con» 
vinced that the tieup voted by 
the ZOA at its convention in At- 
lantic City with the GZ Party 
of Israel was “definitely in force.” 

“If the ZOA breeches its tie 
with the GZ Party of Israel, 
it has no future,” Torezyner told 
The Post. 

May Be Issue At Meeting  ' 

The validity of the tie will be 
an issue before the meeting of 
the National Administrative 
Council called for Sunday, Sept, 
23 in Washington, D.C. immedi- 
ately following the national con- 
ference of the Israel Bond Drive, 
The Post learned.

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Maclver Hurls Slander Charge, 
Lesser Says Scientist Hostile 


CHILMARK, Mass.—(NJP)—Prof, Robert M. Maclver. author 
of the controversial report on Jewish civic defense work, accused 
Allen Lesser who has been conducting a one-man campaign against 
the report in his weekly newsletter, “Cross-Section U.S.A.” of 
“slander” and making vicious charges. 

Lesser in his issue of Aug. 9 
characterized quotations from a 
book MaclIver had published in 
1924 as “using language more in 
keeping with the mouthings of 
a Father Coughlin” and: asserted 
his writings showed the “fan- 
aticism of a Gerald B. Winrod.” 

The book is “Community: A 
Sociological Study.” 

Lesser charged the book ‘‘con- 
demns Jews for their ‘exclusive- 
ness’ and their refusal to accept 
the ‘message of Jesus.’ ” 

Lesser. insisted that MaclIver is 
“a man with... hostile senti- 
ments about Jews.” 

Lesser quoted the book as Say- 
ing that: 

“While Paul preached the more 
universal law ... The Jews pur- 
sued that stubborn principle of 
exclusiveness, which brought 
upon them the destruction of 
their Temple and city, and ended 
in their dispersal throughout the 
world, to be the homeless de- 
pendents of all other nations. 
Never was the nemesis of un- 
yielding exclusiveness more. com- 
plete’. 

Spirit Rules Jewish 

Lesser also _ indicts 
for another passage from the 
same book, in which “Dr. Mac- 
Iver asserts that Jews were for- 
bidden by ‘Yahweh’ to have any 
dealings with ‘the Gentiles,’ then 
quotes as proof the _ Biblical 
cherem against mingling with the 
Canaanites (Deut.vii,3) — whose 
imorality and human sacrifices 
outraged the Israelites—and con- 
cludes by saying, as if it were 
an historical fact: ‘With scarce 
a protest, this spirit rules 
throughout Jewish history’ ” 

Maclver explained to The Post 
that the passage in question “was 
merely an application of the well- 
recognized sociological fact that

Professors Finkelstein and Mac- 
Wer have had a close relationship 
now for over ten years. MaclIver 
has presided at luncheon meetings 
of The Institute for Religious and 
Social Studies, conducted under 
the auspices of the Seminary with 
the cooperation of Catholic,Jew- 
ish and Protestant scholars. 
Differences Valuable 

Asserting that Dr. MaclIver in 
fact “believes in preserving dif- 
ferences between groups, holding 
such differences as a contributing 
factor in the growth of America 
and civilization,” Dr. Finkelstein 
quoted from a 1950 Voice of 
America broadcast in which Dr. 
Maciver declared: 

“One of the very interesting 
things about a democracy is that 
i gives you so many opportuni- 
ties to bring people together. Dif- 
ferent people. People of entirely 
different views, ideas, beliefs, .. 
Even when you differ violently 
you can still discuss peacefully. 
So, we discuss things together. 
And we do not come to an agree- 
ment in the end. Not usually, 
but we do come to some under- 
standing which often may be bet- 
ter than agreement.” 

To show conclusively that Dr. 
MacIver is not an advocate of 
assimilation he quoted from ‘The 
More Perfect Union,” a book 
which the Columbia professor 
wrote three years ago: 

“The goal (of democracy) is not 
conformism, not assimilation in 
the sense of reducing differences 
into the undifferentiated com- 
mon... Only when differences are 
free to stay apart or to merge or 
to breed new variations of the 
community theme can human per- 
sonality have fulfilment and crea- 
tive power, drawing its susten- 
ance where it finds its proper 
nourishment, neither clinging to 

likeness nor worshipping differ- 
ences.”

What Maclver is saying is that 
we retain our differences in reli- 
gion but we are all Americans. 
Religion is used in a broad sense.” 

Dr. Finkelstein continued: 

“In his report on Jewish com- 
munity relations agencies Dr. 
Maclver indicated that by ‘inte- 
gration’ he does not by any means 
suggest the abandonment of dif- 
ferences among groups, or be- 
tween Judaism and other faiths. 
What he has in mjnd is the pres- 
ervation of these differences, but 
at the same time weaving them 
into a texture of democracy to 
which all can contribute. Indeed 
this part of his report, when 
finally published, will prove to be 
one of the most significant con- 
tributions to the understanding 
of American democracy as a4 
spiritual undertaking.” 

As an afterthought, Dr. Finkel- 
stein added: “Let’s face it. None 
of those who are criticizing Mac- 
Iver, so far as I know, use 
Hebrew as their vernacular.” 

Coming back to the subject of 
Prof. MaclIver’s writings of twen- 
ty-three years ago, he remarked 
that what the Columbia sociolo- 
gist had to say about Jewish ex- 
clusiveness in 1928, is, unfor- 
tunately, a concept commonly 
held among persons reared in the

gious practices and rituals, or seeks to discourage 





belief that Judaism was an ex- 
clusive religion, and that it was 
against its exclusiveness. that 
Paul revolted. 


This erroneous view has gained 
wide currency in the world, and 
is today held even by many 
Jews. 


Dr. Finkelstein told The Post 
that “one of the great virtues of 
Prof. Maclver is that in more re- 
cent years he has helped show 
how wrong he was years ago. A& 
one of the planners of ‘The Jews: 
Their History, Culture and Reli- 
gion,’ a work published with 
the assistance of the American 
Jewish Committee, and in co- 
operation with many Jewish and 
Christian scholars he helped to 
clarify the issue of Jewish ex- 
clusiveness. Any fair-minded 
reader of these volumes will rec- 
ognize how far they go to offset 
the widespread misunderstanding 
of the nature of Judaism; and to 
show that from the days of the 
prophets until our own, Judaism 
has had a world view, and has 
sought as one of its main goals 
to bring about peace among men.” 

Continuing his evaluation of 
Dr. MaclIver, he said that few 
living scholars have contributed 
more to a better understanding | 
of the real basis of group ae | 
crimination, in the prejudices and | 
maladjustments of the discrim- 
inating group. “This insight has | 
gre eeececccoocoooosecs 
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led him to the realization that in 
our country all forms of group 
discrimination—anti-Semisism in- 
cluded—must be dealt with ulti- 
mately as American problems, 
and not as problems of the par- 
ticular groups affected. This in- 
sight alone would be a memor- 
able contribution to the improve- 
ment of group relations.” 
Aided Scholars To Escape 

During the crisis of the nine- 
teen thirties Prof. MacIvér proved 
himself a friend in need to many 
Jewish scholars of Germany and 
other countries who were com- 
pelled to flee for refuge, Dr. 
Finkelstein revealed. “Frequent- 
ly and generously he responded 
to my requests for help for par- 
ticular individuals, and frequently 
he brought to my attention cases 
that needed aid and in which I 
could be of service.” 

The people who know a teacher 
best and who are his severest and 
most authoritative critics are his 
pupils, the president of the 
Seminary observed. “Prof. Mac- 
Iver has had many Jewish pupils 
in the course of his long and dis- 
tinguished teaching career. They 
are unanimous,so far as I can 
find, in their praise of his in- 
tegrity, his fairness and under- 
standing. Prof. Eli Ginsberg, 
author of “Agenda for American 
Jews,” dedicated his latest book 
to Prof. MaclIver.” 

Citing Lesser’s attack as a 


“hillul ha-shem” (defamation of 
the name of God) and a violent 
transgression of Jewish morality, 
Dr. Finkelstein said “it is not 
wise, nor a contribution to Juda- 
ism, to heap calumny and weaken 
the influence of a friend. Nor is 
it good Judaism to fail to weigh 
everyone ‘in the scale of merit.’ 
In demanding respect for Judaism 
among those outside the fold. let 
us not forget our duty to obey 
Jewish law and to follow Jewish 
ethics within the fold.”

Yonker, N. Y. for over twelve 
years,” Lyons wrote, “had long 
been troubled by the progress of 
communist corrosion in religious 
life, Jewish and Christian alike. 


In October, 1947, he therefore 
wrote three articles in the New 
York World-Telegram documeut- 
ing and warning against this 
danger. It was a sober, balanced, 
irrefutable presentation”. 

“Punishment followed swiftly,” 
the article asserts. “The Yonkers 
Temple fired the rabbi within a 
month after the article appeared, 
and he has been without a per- 
manent pulpit since. The leftist 
press, reinforced by a vile whis- 
pering campaign, impugned his 
character and branded him a 
‘fascist’. In effect his pulpit career 
was wrecked.” 

Rabbi Schultz, who had gradu- 
ated from Rabbi Wise’s Jewish 
Institute of Religion (now com- 
bined with the Hebrew Union 
College) charged Dr. Wise, Dr. 
Abraham Cronbach, now retired 
from the Faculty of HUC, Dr. 
Joshua Block, and others with 
being “dupes” and “willing 
pawns” of the Communists. The 
charges against the rabbis were 
contained in the article entitled 
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“Red Crocodile Tears Ensnare 
Some Rabbis.” The other two 
articles made similar charges 
against priests and clergymen. 
The reaction was immediate. 
(NJP Oct 24,31, Nov. 7, 14, 1947). 
Rabbi Wise, who at the time 
was in Pittsburgh, told reporters 
that “I brand him as a profes- 
sional and probably profiteering 
Communist baiter, unworthy to 
be even a member, not to say a 
rabbi of a Jewish congregation. 
His column on Rabbis and ‘he 
Communist line is not only mend- 
acious but utterly and inexcus- 
ably vicious. He knows that his 
articles contains a minimum of 
truth and a maximum of un- 
truthful propaganda in behalf of 
his Red-baiting employers.” 
Rabbi Shultz stuck to his guns, 
declaring that his attackers did 
not refute the facts. He faced 
a series of challenges from The 
New York Board of Rabbis, which 
called on him to “publicly and 
promptly apologize to those 
whom he has_ wronged’, and 
from the Alumni Association of 
the JIR. His own congregation 
asked him to resign, disclaiming 
any connection between’ the 
articles and their action. Herman 
Schnall, congregation president, 
after Rabbi Schultz refused the 
demand, said the attempt had 
been temporarily abandoned. He

IF YOU ARE DISSATISFIED 
WITH YOUR STOVE, BEAD THIS!

USBANDS whose wives have perfectly serviceable kitchen 
H stoves, yet who are beginning to harbor ideas of trading them 
in for newer, latest gadget models, should make ‘ 
required reading an article written by Antonia 
geixas, which first appeared in the Palestine 
post and has since been repfinted in Israel 
Speaks. 

Mrs. Seixas handles her subject,.if not her 
gioves, very well, and proves once again that no 
trouble is quite so bad if one can manage to 
gee the amuSing side. She writes: ae

N CALIFORNIA we used to sing a little Mexican song with a 
iecieete which went: “You know my sister Mary’s neck? She 
fell in the river up to it.” Every time I cook, I remember this 
gong because I have to stand on tiptoe to stir the porridge. The 
fish fillet sizzles at about the level of my collar bones. I am up to 
my neck in stoves. 

This peculiar situation is due, not to my lack of height, but to 
the remarkable construction of the Israel cooking apparatus. As 
the stoves are each at least a foot high, to begin with, and must 
be placed on a table, if you add a 10-inch tall pressure cooker you 
are inevitably cooking at arm-pit level. 

The typical Israel kitchen boasts not one but three stoves, 
each using kerosene and each accommodating only one pot, but 
otherwise quite different in temperament and performance, They 
are the Primus, the Ideal and the “wick.” . 

The Primus is a roaring lion of efficiency to be handied—if not 
with chair and whip—at least with cautious respect and a ship 
engineer’s skill. The worst a Primus can do is explode, kill the 
cook and burn down the house. When it is being merely naughty, 
# can send up a stream of burning kerosene that will smoke up 
eook and kitchen with the same appalling efficiency with which it 
poils water. But properly handled, it vies with an acetylene torch 
for concentrated heat, and I rather suspect that the jet-plane en- 
gineers have missed a bet in overlooking the Primus as a source 
of power. 





GET the Primus going requires a complicated technique 
| involving alcohol, keys to be turned and handles to be 
pumped, but turning it off is a cinch. The Ideal, on the other hand, 
is easy to light but it takes the timing and coordination of a ballet 
dancer plus the aplomb of a fire-eater to put it out. There is a little 
gadget looking like a tiny long-handled frying pan with a hook 
opposite the handle. There is a horizontal slit in the long cylinder. 
It’s too complicated to go into here, but no matter how dexterous 
one is, there are a few seconds during which clouds of sooty 
smoke fly ceilingward, and eventually one gets a Stygian-cave 
effect in the cooking corner. 

The “wick” is the meek rabbit of the cooking zoo. Built ex- 
actly on the principle of a kerosene lamp, it is more notable for 
its light than its heat. Boil it won’t, but simmer it will. However, 
even the mild little wick has its own way of asserting its person- 
ality and the slightest breeze sets its little flame quivering—and 
smoking—in sympathy. Unwatched, it gets delusions of grandeur; 
the wick slides up and billows of black smoke belie its feeble 
flame. Many a housewife has left a pot of soup simmering while 
she shopped, only to return to a kitchen hung with stalactites 
of soot. 

® 


SRAEL cooking, then, consists not only oi a nice juggling of 

ingredients but a nice juggling of flames. Start the soup on the 
Primus; when it boils, transfer it to the wick to simmer. Then 
start the potatoes on the Primus; transfer to the Ideal and put 
the frying. pan on the Primus. When the pan gets too hot, it 
ehanges back again with the potatoes. When the potatoes, on the 
Primus, begin to pound each other to death with the violence of 
their boiling, put them on the wick to calm down, put the soup 
on the Primus. ... 

As these pans of hot and boiling water are juggled at chest 
or shoulder level, the housewife develops what is known as the 
“Israel Cooking Angle,” a peculiar stance indeed. On tip-toe, arms 
outstretched, upper torso inclined backward, head averted, she 
keeps her three-ring circus under control while visions of shining 
white gas or electric “Table-Top” models dance before her eyes.

What Foods These Morsels Be 


Traditional Jewish Dishes Mother Used To Prepare 











IME, as though you didn’t already know it, to start thinking 
about the High Holiday meals. Customary at Rosh Hashonah 
are apple slices dipped in honey for a sweet and happy year—and 
carrots for prosperity. A carrot tzimmes or pudding containing 
carrots is usually served. 
Two suggestions for carrot tzimmes (one meatless) are among 
the Tzimmes recipes in Leah Leonard’s Jewish Cookery. 


CARROT TZIMMES 

water 

1 small onion (optional) 
2 tbsp. flour browned 


5 large carrots 
5 med, white potatoes 
3 med. sweet potatoes 


2% to 3 lb. beef brisket with 
1 tsp. salt 2 tbsp. chicken fat or veg. 
% cup Sugar (more if desired) shortening 


Scrape and cut carrots into thin rounds or dice, Pare and eut 
white potatoes into quarters. Pare and cut sweet potatoes into 
1 inch thick rounds. Sear the brisket of beef in pot to be used for 
cooking, turning frequently until evenly browned. Add the vege- 
tables, salt and sugar. Water to cover about 1 inch over all should 
be added as frequently as required during the cooking process 
until the meat ‘is*tender enough to pierce with a fork. Cook over 
low heat after bringing to a bubble boil. Cooking time—2% to 3 
hours. Do not stir but to prevent possible sticking shake pot 
occasionally. 

If an onion is used for additional flavor, it should be left whole, 
with 1 or 2 cuts at the root end to permit the flow of juice, and 
removed before it becomes too mushy. Honey may be substituted 
for sugar. 

When the liquid has been reduced by half, turn into a baking 
pan or casserole. Add an einbren or thickening, made by lightly 
browning flour in melted shortening and stirring in some of the 
liquid from the tzimmes. Shake the casserole to distribute the 
thickening. Then bake in oven for 30 minutes at 350 degrees or 
till brown on top. Serves 6. 


TZIMMES OF CARROTS (Meatless) 
2 bbs. carrots, scraped and % teaspoon salt 
sliced % inch thick 1 tbsp. lemon juice 
eold water to cover 3 tbsp. butter or substitute 
% cup honey, syrup or 3 tbsp. flour 
1 cup sugar 
Cook sliced carrots in water 8 to 10 minutes or till tender enough 
to pierce with a toothpick. Add salt, honey, lemon juice. Let sim- 
mer gently for 20 minutes or until liquid has been reduced to come 
half way up side of pot. Brown flour in hot melted butter and 


add, shaking pot to distribute evenly. Cook 5 minutes longer. 
Serves 6. 
Variation 1: Turn into a shallow casserole and slip under 


broiler to brown lightly before serving. 

Variation 2: Tuck a knaidle into carrots just before adding 
seasonings and sweetening. Cover and let cook as in basic recipe. 
Brown as in Variation 1.

BOUT this time some sensible rules delimiting 
the debate on the MaclIver Report can be and 


should be made. 


There are many issues in the report which wiftl 
require debating, but if the present trend from ac- 
cusing MaclIver of anti-Semitism to bringing in the 
dead horse of national budgeting continues, it will 
pe impossible for the American Jewish community to 


arrive at any intelligent decisions. 


By now then the following rules should be accept- 


able to all: ; 


1. MaclIver is a top-notch scientist whose integ- 
rity cannot be questioned.

‘ The Committee's Newest Pamphlet 


F EVER there was a dissembling piece of 


writing, it is the American Jewish Commit- 
tee’s booklet, “Group Life in America,” (NJP, 
Aug. 31, 1951) which clearly is based on the 


theme that chaos in American Jewish life is 
preferable to centralized control, 

We believe that the Committee will live to 
regret the day it published this disingenous 
brochure based on the theory of the way it 
thinks national Jewish organizations should be 
left to their own contrivance in the American 
Jewish community. 

We don’t know whether the booklet was 
published by chance just at the time the Mac- 
Iver report is stirring the American Jewish 
Community, but the coincidence is a happy one 
for the Committee’s point of view. 

The booklet’s theme is anarchism, a really 
enticing doctrine, but one we never expected 
to sec the Committee espouse. 

“Genuine democracy places a higher value 
upon freedom than upon eliminating ‘duplica- 
tions’,” says the pamphlet. “No one approves 
the waste of effort and money, but if some 
waste is the price we must pay to preserve in- 
dividual differences, then we ought to be will- 
ing to pay it,” the argument continues. “As 
between flexibility with some duplication and 
rigidity with less duplication, the better choice 
is flexibility and freedom.” 

The trick word here is “some waste.” Just 
how much is some waste, when the Commit- 
tee’s total annual income is more than that of 
the Jewish Theological Seminary of America 
and the Hebrew Union College-Jewish Institute 
of Religion combined. Then too the choice 
offered is between freedom and eliminating 
duplication, as if there were no other alterna- 
tives. 

Two of the last three paragraphs are all 
that the booklet devotes to the present set-up 
in the American Jewish community. The Com- 
mittee places its qualified approval on the 
Council of Jewish Federations and Welfare 
Funds, the United Jewish Appeal and the Na- 
tional Community Relations Advisory Council. 


“Happily,” states = pamphlet, “there is no 
central body which governs the entire Jewish 
community, but there are agencies which co- 
ordinate, to some degree, the work of individual 
organizations in areas of common interest.” 

Whether or not the Council of Jewish Fed- 
erations and Welfare Funds is a central body 
which controls the entire American Jewish 
community is a moot question, as the Commit- 
tee well knows, and if the Maclver Report is 
adopted, will find out to its regret. 

But let’s take a look at the record! 

When the NCRAC was organized, the 
American Jewish Committee and its president 
Judge Proskauer, together with the B’nai B’rith 
and its president the late Henry Monsky agreed 
to such a body with great reservations and 
after great pressure and then began a fight to 
limit its authority. 

As for the UJA, the Committee has only this 
year dropped out of the New York United Jew 
ish Appeal because that body refused to guar- 
antee it the allocation it thought it should 
have. The Committee, together with the Anti- 
Defamation League of B’nai B’rith, is conduct- 
ing its own drive for funds in New York, 
adding further to the confusion as between the 
New York UJA, the drive of the New York 
Federation and the plethora of other drives 
that plague New York Jewry. 

If the action of the Committee in with- 
drawing from the New York UJA had been 
followed by other agencies which are _ bene- 
ficiaries of combined local drives, then would 
we have democracy or anarchy? 

In other words, the Committee is against 
regulation where it affects the Committee and 
is “happily” for it when it involves its compe- 
titors. 

The American Jewish community is as the 
Committee emphasizes a voluntary body. But 
if it is a body at all, then its member agencies 
must submit to discipline for the benefit of the 
whole. 

That is the real question, not one of democ- 
racy or a “Jewish Parliament,” as the pamph- 
let describes it,

The Council of Jewish Federations and Wel- 
fare Funds had several items it wanted pre- 
sented to the Congress, and this it proceeded 


to do through proper channels, since, like the 
Committee, it is not a constituent Zionist or- 
ganization, 

But to warn the Congress, and then to 
speak of a controversy within the American 
Jewish community, if the Zionists took certain 
action is most certainly overstepping the 
bounds of propriety. The American Zionists 
at the Congress represented the American 
Jewish community as far as Zionism is con- 
cerned and they were not afraid to speak their 
views, as the reports in last week’s Post indi- 
cated. 

Mr. Blaustein seems to us only to have 
stuck his foot into it. His views were being 
presented by the American Zionists as forcibly 
as he could have wanted them presented by the 
American Zionists. And if he knew what he 
was doing he would have left well enough 
alone.

must not be sacrificed because the CJFWF may be 
unwieldy and. subject to pressures. 
Report may be submitted to the LCBC for approval 
or rejection, but final action as far as implementing 
the report should be vested in the CJFWF. 

There may be other concessions that shouid be 
agreed upon by all parties to the controversy and as 
soon as possible. In court cases very often the op. 
posing parties will agree to certain stipulations, and 
thus narrow the issues to the important ones, and 
make possible the shortening of the case and atten- 
tion to those items which are crucial.

The right of an individual or group of individuals to their 
privacy—as individuals or as a group—should be protected if we 
are to have a free society at all. There are numerous instances 
on the American scene of family circles, professional societies 
and other bodies which limit membership or attendance according 
to their own standards. To insist upon legislation eliminating 
the right of privacy is to begin to destroy one of the cherished 
elements of basic democracy. 

When I leave the city for a few weeks of vacation, there are 
certain types of people with whom I prefer to spend my leisure 
time. Reference in resort advertising to the kind of clientele 
which frequents a resort, or is welcome, constitutes valuable infor. 
mation both for those who may wish to come and for those who 
wish to remain away.
